space activity. 


In his last appearance before 


the United Nations, the late 
President John F. Kennedy pro- 
posed that the Soviet Union join 
the United States in a manned 
expedition to the moon. Presi- 
dent Johnson repeated the pro- 
posal 
after Kennedy's death. 


The Russians expressed interest 
but said they wanted more time 
to study the matter. 


At its October meeting, the 


U.N. space committee will con- 
sider reports from subcommit- 
tees dealing with legal and 
scientific and technical aspects

space cooperation.

Two Defective 
Satellites Are

CAPE KENNEDY. Fla. (AP) 


—Two sentry satellites and a 
"pygmy" satellite rocketed into 
great eggshaped orbits 
today 


in a complex triple launching 
that could lead to U.S. develop- 
ment of a foolproof system to 
detect illicit nuclear explosions 
in space. 


The trio of radiation-sensing 


packages rode into space atop 
a single powerful Atlas-Agena 
rocket which blazed brilliantly 
in the early morning darkness 
at 3:22 a.m. (EST). 


The Air Force reported 20 


minutes later that the 10-story- 
tall booster had drilled the 
three satellites into separate 
highly elliptical orbits. 


The exact path 
was not 


known immediately 
but early 


tacking information indicated 
the payloads were very close to 
the intended course ranging 
from 120 to 63,000 miles above 
the earth. 


All three space 
messengers 


were 
flashing 
clear 
radio 


signals to ground stations. 


It was the fourth time the 


United States had orbited three 
satellites with one rocket. The 
record is four in one shot set 
by 
another 
Atlas-Agena last 


The pygmy satellite was in- 


jected into its pre-planned path 
shortly after the three satellites 
separated from the booster to- 
day. 
, 


Because of an intricate flight 


plan intended to station the twin 
Sentry satellites at the high 
point of the course, officials will 
not know until about 10:30 a.m. 
Sunday, whether the launching is 
completely successful. 


Small rockets aboard the pair 


are ton arrest them at widely 
scattered points 63,000 miles up 
-4me ijabout 
18 hours after 


launching, the other about 37 
hours later. 


The Sentries, each weighing 


493 pounds, are forerunners of a 
network of satellites that will 
peer electronically more than 
200 million miles into space to 
discover if the Soviet Union or 
any other nation cheats on the 
partial nuclear test ban treaty 
by exploding a rocket-borne 
bomb far from earth. 


The 4.5-pound pygmy, which 


rode along as a hitchhiker, was 
to aid the study by measuring 
electrons during wide- swinging 
sweeps through the Van Allen 
radiation belts. 


Officials 
said knowledge of 


electron characteristics in the 
belts that extend 40,000 miles 
above the earth would be valua- 
ble in noting changes if a nu- 
clear explosion occurred outside 
the atmosphere. 


Tn a similar manner, the two 


nuclear detection satellites were 
to draw a radiation chart of 
space, including what happens 
when 
their 
sensitive 
instru- 


ments are struck by surges of 
charged particles from a solar 
flare or cosmic ray 
shower. 


With this knowledge, operation- 
al satellites would be able 
quickly to differentiate between 
natural 
radiation 
and that 


created by a sneak 
nuclear 


burst. 


Officials of the Atomic Ener- 


gy Commission said the pair of 
Sentries could be used as a lim- 
ited operational tool, just as two 
earlier satellites in the series 
have been utilized. The initial 
watchdog satellites were hurled 
into orbit last Oct. 16, just six 
days aftr the nuclear test ban 
treaty was signed by more than 
100 nations, including the United 
States and Russia. France did 
not sign. 


The treaty prohibits nuclear 


testing in the atmosphere, under 
water or in space, but does not 
forbid underground detonations.
